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DETAILED ACTION 

Claims 1, 13-16, 18, 23, 24, 27, 28, and 30-35 are pending in the instant 
application. Claims 30-35 are withdrawn from further consideration pursuant to 37 CFR 
1 .142(b) as being drawn to non-elected subject matter. The withdrawn subject matter is 
patentably distinct from the elected subject matter as it differs in structure and element 
and would require separate search considerations. In addition, a reference which 
anticipates one group would not render obvious the other. Claims 1, 13-16, 18, 24, and 
28 are rejected. Claim 23 is objected. Claim 27 appears to be allowable. 

Continued Examination Under 37 CFR 1.114 

A request for continued examination under 37 CFR 1.114, including the fee set 
forth in 37 CFR 1 .1 7(e), was filed in this application after final rejection. Since this 
application is eligible for continued examination under 37 CFR 1.114, and the fee set 
forth in 37 CFR 1 .17(e) has been timely paid, the finality of the previous Office action 
has been withdrawn pursuant to 37 CFR 1.114. Applicant's submission filed on June 1 , 
2010 has been entered. 

Response to Amendment and Arguments/Remarks 

The amendment and arguments/remarks filed on June 1, 2010 have been fully 
considered and entered into the application. In regards to the 35 U.S.C. 102(b) 
rejections as being anticipated by WO 02/06246 and Auzou et al., the grounds for 
rejection are found to be moot in view of Applicant's amendment and the rejections 
have been withdrawn. In regards to the objection to the claims, the grounds for 
objection are also found to be moot in view of Applicant's amendment and the objection 
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has been withdrawn. It is noted that the full scope of the subject matter of claims 1,13- 
16, 18, 23, 24, 27, and 28 has been searched and examined in its entirety. In other 
words, the above listed claims no longer contain non-elected subject matter. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 
The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that 
form the basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in 
public use or on sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in 
the United States. 

Claims 1,15 and 28 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by 
WO 00/26197. 

Specifically, WO 00/26197 discloses compounds which are used in 
pharmaceutical compositions (i.e., abstract), such as the compound of Example 1 (page 
45). The compound of Example 1 or N-(4-Fluorophenyl)-N2-[3-methoxy-4-(5- 
oxazolyl)phenyl]glycinamide anticipates a compound of the instant claims wherein R3 is 
halogen, X is -NH-, R2 is alkoxy, and Z is -0-. 

Claims 1, 13-16, 18, 24, and 28 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being 
anticipated by WO 01/25189. 

Specifically, WO 01/25189 discloses compounds of formula (I) which are used in 
pharmaceutical preparations (i.e., abstract), such as the compound 11 e (page 78). The 
compound 1 1 e disclosed in WO 01/25189 anticipates a compound of the instant claims 
wherein R3 or R30 is trihalomethyl, G is -NH-, E is -CH2-, A is phenyl, and R1 or R27 is 
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-C(=0)N(R4)R4 or -C(=0)N(R55)R55, respectively, wherein R4 or R55 are hydrogen 
and heterocyclyl C1-6alkyl. 

Claim Objections 

Claim 23 is objected for depending on a rejected base claim. 

Allowable Subject Matter 
Claim 27 appears to be allowable (i.e., no prior art has been found).
